Tiro Slips by DicVen«. 


Mr. Marcus Stone, the English artist, 


wns when a youngman much nssooiated 
with Dickons as an illnatrator of "Onr 
Matnal Friend" and of "Great Expec- 
tations." He notes that Dickens' char- 
acters were so positively real to him 
that the artists never had the least diffi- 
culty in learning all about them from 
him. 
"When," says Mr. Stone, "I bad to 


go to him and get instructions and hints 
as to the char Hers 1 had to draw, I al- 
ways got a clear and definite answer, 
sxcept on two occasions. Yon will re- 
member tbut Silus'Wegg, in'Oar Mu- 
tual Friend,' had a wooden leg. I asked 
Dickens which leg it was. He gnve me 
uu answer which turned ont to b6 
wrong. The other occasion was this: 
When he was discussing the cover of 
the story, ho said that one of the scenes 
in it should be the death of Eugene 
Raebnrn. You will remember that En- 
gene Raebarn does not die. His creator 
relented at the last moment and allowed 
him to live." 


Anthony Trollope, the artist says, 


was jnst tbe reverse of this. "He did 
not seem to take anything like the same 
interest in his characters as Dickens. 
When I would ask him a question about 
one of his characters, bis answer nearly 
always was, 'I don't know.' 'Had the 
young lady fair hair or dark?' I would 
aak. 'I don't know,' was the reply. 
"Was she tall or middle sized or small?" 
I would inquire. 'I don't know,'was 
again tbe answer." 


•When Gunpowder Was New. 


A curious feature about this evolu- 


tion in methods of banting was tbe 
hesitation with which gunpowder was 
taken up by the great nobles. Not only 
did it take quite a century to familiar- 
ize hunters with it, but the evidence 
that has come down to us shows that 
the hnmble classes were the first to use 
it for shooting game. Maximilian, ar- 
dent sportsman that be was, tells us 
hirnsolf that he could sboot farther and 
with greater accuracy with his crossbow 
than bis keeper could with the fire tube. 
To prove this he tells ns the well 
known story of a certain chamois stand- 
ing at a distance of 300 fathoms, which, 
after being pronounced as too far off by 
hlr henchman, who was armed with 
one of the firs?sporting firearms men- 
tioned in print, comes tumbling down, 
pierced at the first attempt, by tbe em- 
peror's bolt. 


From other sources we learn of strict 


measures being ndoptod 
to 
prevent 


poachers and "wood loafers" using fire- 
arms, and this at a period when princes 
still used tlie cumbrous crossbow aud 
spear. It was .only in the last quarter 
of tbe sixteenth century that firearms 
hud ousted other weapons for certain 
forms of the chase, the deer battue be- 
ing among the latter.—Gentleman's 
Magazine. 


•rue "Letter Gne." 


The leader of psalmody, or precentor, 


in the church of Scotland used to read 
from his desk in front of the pulpit the 
successive lines for congregational sing 
ing. He was the "letter gae"—i. e., he 
that let go or started the praise—and 
bis desk was called tbe "letteron" (lee- 
trinnm). Pitching bis voice to the first 
note of each line, he proceeded to chant 
tho worrls in a slow, drawling mono- 
tone, prolonging the last syllable for a 
little and then breaking at the head of 
the congregation into the music set to 
the words thns delivered. Tbe effect ol 
bis would no doubt be frequently more 
curious and entertaining than edifying 
and solemn, and strange developments 
must occasionally have occurred. The 
lositiou tested not only the musical 
qualifications, bat also the literary at- 
;aiuuients of tbe leader, and there are 
Dassagee in tbe metrical version of the 
Psalms as used in Scotland wbicb most 
have put rural precentors on their met- 
tle.—Notes and Queries.

GOOD FOR NEVADA. 


We Fall in Cold Turkey on B Piece of 


California Legislation. 


A bill has been introduced in tbe 


California Legislature relative to in- 
fected cattle districts, which, if it 
passes, as ie more than probable, will 
innre to tbe benefit of bay raisers in 
Nevada and especially those of Washo 
county. The bill purposes to exclud 
from tbe quarantined district, of Call 
fornia the northern counties of tb 
State which are free from tbe infection 
which prevails in most of tbe connlie 
south of Sacramento. 


Tbe passage of the bill referred t 


will enable Oregon cattlemen to drive 
tbeir stock through tbe counties nortl 
of us to Amedee and from there ship 
by rail to Nevada for feeding, prepara 
tory to shipment to tbe eastern o 
western market, as the case may be 
As it is at present there is no outlet in 
this direction for either Oregon o 
northern California cattle, bnt with 
tbe quarantine proscription removed 
large numbers from both sections wil 
undoubtedly be transported to Nevada 
where they vill effect beneficially the 
bay market on the line of the Southern 
Pacific road. 


Dr. Patterson was over in California 


for several days in the interest of 
northern cattlemen. He is owner of 
considerable stock in that section and 
did good work among the California 
officials, both for our northern neigh 
bors and for bis borne people of tbe
